BRIDGE BADLY NEEDED 


The proposed bridge across the Red 
Deer river, a few miles east of Red 
Deer, looms .upon the horizon as a 
possibility in the near future. J. J. 
Gaetz, M.P.P., reported to the Board 
of Trade mecting Thursday night, on 
the recent visit of the government en- 
gineers to the propsed sites. Three 
sites have been proposed, known as 
the Bagley, Kaiser and Erickson 
crossings respectively. The Bagley 
crossing seems to be impracticable on 
account of the steep bank on this side 
of the river. Quite easy approaches 
can be secured on both sides of the 
river at either the Kaiser or the 
Erickson sites. ‘ . 

Crown municipality on the north 
adie of the river sent a deputation of 
two Councillors to Edmonton to press 
the need of this bridge upon the atten- 
tion of the government. 

The News has reason to believe that 
the government may consider building 
the bridge this year. 

One of the two locations will have 
to be selected. People on the north 
side of the river will naturally ure 
the bridge more than any others, and 
their wishes should be given due con- 
sideration. While personal prefer- 
ences may obtain, we hope that noth- 
ing will be done to interfere with the 
building of the muchneedeg bridge at 
the earliest possible moment. © The 
niatter has been Hanging fire “long 
enough.

There was only 
a fair attendance of ratepayers. 
Reeve Fiske was unable to be present 
on accoutn of illness. 

The ratepayers examined the finan- 
cial statement, which had been print- 
ed and distributed to those present. 
A number of questions were asked, 
and everything was fully and satia- 
factorily explained by Mr. Trueman. 
Everybody seemed to be very well 
satisfied with the way the affairs of 
the municipality were being conduct- 
ed. 
At 3 o’clock, W. P. Code, returning 
officer, called for nominations ‘for 
Councillors in Divisions No. 1, No. 2 
and No. 4, the Councillors for the 
other Divisions having a year of un- 
expired term still to serve. Nom ina- 
tion proceedings passed off very 
quietly. No change will be made in 
Divisions No. 1 and No. 4, Councillors 
Walde and Darragh being returned 
by acclamation. : 

Division No. 2 will have a real elec- 
tion. : E. H. Pixley, the retiring Coun- 
cillor, has filled out the unexpired 
term of Mr. Geo.

Discuss Assessment Plan 

A free discussion of the proposed 
plan was the leading feature of the 
meeting. The arguments pro and con 
were presented by various ratepay- 
ers. 

Heretofore the taxes have been 
levied at a flat rate per acre on ‘arm 
lands. The Municipal Act now re- 
quires that the Wild Land Tax and 
Supplementary Revenue Tax shall be 
levied on an assessment an a_ valu- 
ation basis. For this reason it was 
necessary to make an assessment of 
all the lands in the municipality in 
order to comply with the government 
regulations. E. W. Bjorkeland was 
appointed assessor last year, and an 
assessment was made that is intend- 
ed to cover the next five years. 

The Provincial Government levy is 
made on a mill rate covering all the 
rural municipalities in the province. 
Hence a provincial equalization board 
reviews the assessment made by the 
various municipalities in order that 
the assessment may be equitable, as 
between one municipality and anoth- 
er. Where the average of assess- 
ment in one municipality is higher 
than the standard, the equalization 
board will lower all the assessment 
for that municipality and vice versa. 

Inequalities of assessment within 
the municipality may be rectified by 
the Court of Revision, consisting of 
the municipal councillors and the 
assessor. Appeal from the Court of 
Revision can be taken to a Judge, and 
his decision is final. 

Lands are assessed on the basis 
of their value in the unimproved 
state. A highly improved quarter that 
has been cleared out of the bush will 
be assessed the same as the bush 
quarter adjoining it. Assessment is 
varied according to the quality of the 
land, and its proximity to school, 
post office, and shipping or market 
facilities. 

Money for provincial purposes must 
be raised on this assessment. The 
municipality is given the option of 
raising the revenues for local purpos- 
es on the same basis. The by-law to 
be voted on next Monday is to ap- 
prove of this method of taxation. It 
fz necessary to have a two-thirds vote 
in favor of the by-law to make the

_ DISCUSSED

of the. subject, “Some Phages of 
Evolution,” by, C.D. Locke, principal 
of the Red Deer High School. 

R. L. Gaetz occupied the chair, and 
introduced the speaker, expressing his 
appreciation of Mr. Locke and _ the 
work he is doing in the High School. 

Mr. Locke was led to discuss this 
subject by the reported statement of a 
colleague of his in Calgary to the 


.| effect that the doctrine of evolution 


is an invention of the devil to lead 
men astray. 

There has certainly been evolution 
in civilization. Man has evolved 
reason, as instance the improved posi- 
tion of woman in modern days. In 
religion, God !s now revered rather 
than feared as in olden days. * 

There has been great evolution in 
scientific thought. Movements ofthe 
planets in early days was a mystery. 
Educated man, represented by the 
church before the reformation, and 
considering himself the most impor- 
tant being in the world, looked uon 
his earth as the centre of the uni- 
verse. The church feared the evolu- 
tion of scientific thought and tried to 
suppress it. But when the sun was 
accepted as the centre of the uni- 
planets 
were very easily explained. 

The evolution idea is that all life 
has sprung from one beginning or 
one cell and has developed to the uni- 
verse of today. No student or teach- 
er of science can overcome the evi- 
dence of a Creator who has guided and 
controlled the development. It is not. 
necessary to claim that the Creator 
made everything as it is now." It is 
not necessary to investigate the de- 
sign of the Creator. We cannot be- 
lieve that all came by chance. There 
has been development of evolution to 
a considerable extent, new breeds of 
animals, new species of plants, and 
new formations, such as coal. Evolu- 
tion is a gradual change in form and 
habits by a change of environment or 
by the struggle for existence. Theory 
was first formed by observing that 
animals assume different forms when 
living under different conditions. 

Evidences of evolution are shown in 
the geological record, the examina- 
tion of strata and fossils. No fossils 
have been found of animals such as 
are now living; there are resemblanc- 
es, it is: true. 

Human races have evolved. We 
now have five, the white, brown, red, 
yellow and black. It is claimed that 
the Hindu fs the same as the white 
man except for a change of skin 
through the climatic conditions under 
which he has lived. The negro, while 
following the same general outline, 
has developed quite a distinct type. 

Study of the evolution of the horse 
as shown by the series of fossil horses 
discovered, is very interesting. Also 
the similarity in the design of the 
arm of a man, the wing of a bird, and 
the flipper of a seal. 

Experiments in the transfusion of 
blood has shown some _ interesting 
blood relationships. ° 

Is it any harder to accept God as a 
being breathing His spirit into an ex- 
isting organism rather than creating 
a special design for the purpose? 
See how the Creator has avoided 
identity or monotony in the working 
out of this process of evolution, no 
two animals, no two plants, no two 
persons are the same. 

He must be a great Creator who 
could foresee all the stages and bring 
them to pass as we have them today. 
Would it not have been éasier, for in- 
stance, to create a flower and place 
it on the earth, than to create the 
process by which a small seed devel- 
ops or evolves into a plant, then a 
flower, and back to a seed again.

MUNICIPALITIES OF B. C. WILL 
GET LIQUOR REVENUE 


—=—_ é 


Victoria, February 18.—Further 
light was shed upon the coming liq- 
uor control bill in the legislature here 
this afternoon, when Premier Oliver 
discussed in committee some of the 
salient features of government - con- 
trol and gave his views with regard 
to the best methods of handling cer- 
tain features of the question. The 
premier said the municipalities will 
be obligated to enforce the act, and, 
failing this, the commissioner — will 
have power to enforce the laws; that 
in his opinion 50 per cent. of the 
revenue to the municipalities would 
be a fair division; that a commission 
of one or three, subject to removal 
for causes would be appointed with 
full powers and control of the oper- 
ations in the Nquor department. 

A uniform price for liquor sold by 
the government will prevail all over 
the province. but he did not state how 
many government stores there would 
be. It will be made as easy as pos- 
sible, however, for anyone to take ad- 
vantage of the provisions of the act, 
the premier said. Every town will 
not necessarily have a liquor vendor, 
but the price of government liquor 
will be the same to all, with 


charges paid by the 
where necessary.

Prominent Alberta Journalist Succumbs to Acute Attack of Heart Failure 
at. Victoria, After Illness of Several Months—Was an Outstanding Fig- 
ure In the Capital’s Sommunity © fe and In Dominion’s Newspaper

Edmonton, Alta., February 16.—Mil- 
ton Robbins Jennings, cditor and 
managing director of the Journal, died 
this morning in Victoria, B.C. The 
news reached the city shortly before 
rioon. It had been preceded a _ short 
while previously by-an intimation that 
he had taken a turn for the worse, 
but up till then there seemed to be 
every reason to hope that he was well 
on the way to recovery. - 

Accordingly, the members of the 


‘Journal staff were’ not prenared for 


the heavy blow that has fallen ~ on 
them any more than are the readers 
of the paner, for the announcement 
has now to be made. Words are 
quite inadequate to exnress the sense 
of the: loss that they have sustained 
tn the nassing of their chief. who was 
s0 much more to all of them than 
merelv the head of the enterprise 
with which thev were connected. How 
tragic this sudden cutting off of his 
career in the very height of his use- 
fulness and opportunitv, only those 
who are intimately associated with 
him are in a position to appreciate. 


ACTIVE IN WAR WORK 


He was especially active in the 
navy and was chairman of the Alber- 
ta recruiting committee for that 
service. ° He also plaved a _ large 
part in the recruiting of men from 
the northern rivers for the inland 
transportation service. After the war 
he threw himself with unabated en- 
thusiagm into the work of the Navy 
League and was president of the 
Edmonton -branch. He was. chair- 
man of the Belgian Relief Commis- 
sion for Northern Alberta, the first 
chairman of the hospital committee 
for returned soldiers and a member 
of the original executive of the Red 
Cross, and patriotic funds. In 1918 
he was able to get more closely in 
touch with the great conflict being 
waged overseas bv being included in 
the party of Canadian newspapermen 
who visited the western front as the 
guests of the British government. 

WITH IMPERIAL EDITORS 

His last public activities were in 
connection with the visit to. Canada 
in the late summer and early fall of 
the delegates to the Empire Press 
Conference. He: accompanied the 
viistors on the greater part of their 
trip across Canada. and was largely 
responsible for the arrangements 
which were made for their reception 
at Jasper and in Edmonton. 

For manv vears he was nrom'nent 
in the affairs of both the Alberta and 
Baktern British Columbia Press Asso- 
elation and the Canadian Press Asso- 
elation. He was president of the 
former in 1918, and last year occu- 
pied the most responsible position of

Victoria, February 16.—Milton Rob- 
bins Jennings, aged 47, managing 
director and editor of the Edmonton 
Journal, died here this morning from 
an acute attack of heart faflure. Mr. 
Jennings came to Victorfa several 
weeks ago in an effort to regain his 
health. He was born at Warsaw, 
New York. 


Mr. Jennings was taken ill in the 
late autumn and went for treatment 
to Portland, Oregon, where his wife 
was awaiting him. About a month 
ago he was well enough to move 
north as far as Victoria, where he 
and Mrs. Jennings had planned to 
stay until he had regained sufficient 
strength to resume his active duties. 

He was born at Warsaw, N. Y., 
March 4, 1874, and was a son of a 
veteran of the Civil War. After 
obtaining his bachelor’s degree at the 
University of Rochester, he entered 
the newspaper profession, and was 


connected at different itimes with 
Rochester, Buffalo. Montreal and 
Washington, D.. C. papers. He 


served in the Spanish-American war 
in Cuba as second lieutenant with the 
902nd New York volunteers, and saw 


much active fighting, also acting as 
special correspondent for several 
newspapers. 


After the war he went to Toronto 
to the Mail and Empire, and was 
later associated with the Toronto 
Telegram. e 

Mining enterprises in the Cobalt 
eountry and Nevada engaged him 
for a time, and in 1909 he came to 
Edmonton and assumed the task of 
reorganizing the Journal. 

From, the first he was actively inter- 
ested in a great varietv of public 
movements. and in 1918 became 
president of the board of trade. When 
the European war broke out he was 
active in all patriotic affairs. 

He was married in 1905 to Caroline 
Louise Sheldon, of Buffalo, New York. 
Mrs. Jennings and her mother were 
with him at the coast at the time of. 
his death. 5 

In 1913, he was president of the 
Alberta and Eastern British Columbia 
Press Association, and in 1920 occu- 
nied the position of president of the 
Canadian Daily Newspaper Associa- 
tion, a Dominion-wide organization.

Better marketing arrange- 
ments and more legislative assistance 
also are being provided in the hope of 
building up our most essential indus- 
try. . 

The rapid spread of ‘the U.F.O. 
movement indicates the remarkable 
hold it has taken on the imagination 
of the rural people. If that government 
re-populates our depleted agricultural 
districts and country towns, it will 
have rendered a signal service to the 
whole community.
